Knowledge of biology 
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essential in coaching 


“Men engaged in youth train- 
ing have to know something about 
the human being and human de- 
velopment.” : 

That’s what Dettmar Cramer — 
probably the world’s leading 
authority on coaching — told the 
First FIFA Coaching School in one 
of his lectures. 


He continued: “Man is an inseparable 
unity of body, psyche and spirit. His 
development is accomplished  in- 
termittently.” 

This knowledge of human development 
is missing from the make-up of most of 
Australia’s junior coaches. 

Not knowing any better, they apply the 
same teaching methods and the same 
training procedures to all age groups and 
naturally they don’t get results. 

amer, who visited Melbourne 
early this year, explains: 

“The infant age is followed by the period 
of the first filling which lasts from two to 
four years.” 

“During this period, the child grows and 
gains weight and is physically and men- 
tally well balanced.’ 

“From five to seven years is the period 
of the first stretching, during which the 
child grows about 20 cm. or 30 cm.” 

“Then comes the second filling (eight to 
10 eyes the second stretching (11-15) 
and the final maturing (16-20).” 


“Tn youth age, the physical appearance 
reflects the mental evelopment, During 
the period of the second filling (8-10) the 
child is not only physically well balanced 
but also mentally in a state of harmony.” 

“Tn previous opinions, this age is par- 
ticularly suitable for starting to play 
football. More recent experiences 
however, are teaching us that we may as 
well begin with six-year-old boys.”

“For the football coach, the following 
points are important: ; 
@ to realise the boy’s stage of physical and 
miental development; 
e to draw from his knowledge the per- 
tinent deductions concerning training; 
e to set the competition program ac-

“The six to eight-year-olds, who are in 
the final phase of the first stretching and 
have favorable circulatory conditions, are 
decidedly conscious of themselyes.””

He also says that it’s necessary for boys 
from six to 10 to wear gymnastic shoes and 
not football boots at training.

“One was biologically 12, the other 18.”” 

“Keeping this in mind, a coach has to 
use his experiences and his observations to 
find the suitable form and duration for 
training and competition.” 

“Height, weight, pulse frequency, 
perspiration and certain characteristics of 
movement are all well-known indications 
to judge the limit of performance.”

“Experiences over many years and 
recent scientific research convince us that 
this age is not a period for special 
protection.” 


Endurance training 


“On the contrary, it is necessary to give 
preference to training for general en- 
durance. Of course, form and duration of 
exercises for general endurance, local 
muscle endurance, strength, power and 
speed have to be adapted carefully to the 
actual stage of development of the youth.” 

“We know that muscle strength develops 
in the same way as body weight and we 
also know that the maximum oxygen in- 
take is calculated per kilogramme body 
weight.” 

“Hence it follows that strength and 
endurance of youth players are relatively 
the same as those of senior players.”’ 

“Also, the necessary regeneration 
period for boys is not longer than that of 20 
to 30-year-old adults.”

PASSING AND SHOOTING 


“The more thorough the fundamental "=> 


good player 
should always be 
seeking ways of im- 
proving his game and 
the best way of 
achieving results is 
by practicing the 
correct actions. 


It is difficult to decide 
what to practice first 
because all the skills and 
tactics in soccer are almost 
equally important. 


But I suppose the most 
fundamental skills in the 
game are shooting and 
passing. It is very important 
that you should be able to 
inter-pass with other 
players. 


The aim of the game is 
scoring goals so it is also 
important to learn SHOne 
and quick shooting. This 
give you confidence. 


In the early stages of 
practice you should think 
about the best way of using 
the ball and the best way o! 
positioning. 

In modern soccer, speed is 
the vital ingredient of suc- 
cess. 


So the speed of the player 
and the speed of the ball are 
both important factors. 

‘the maximum speed of a 
player over 20 metres is 


between 2.5 and 3.5 seconds, 
provided he’s had a run-up. 

The ball, on the other 
hand, covers the same 
distance in only 1.5 seconds. 

Over a distance of 40 or 50 
metres, the speed of the ball 
and the speed of the player 
are almost incomparable. 

So we see the ball is much 
faster than the player. 
Therefore modern football

demands that the ball be 
passed at the first or second 
time. 

Holding the ball takes 
second place to quick 


passing: x. 
In this respect, Brazilian 
players are the most ad- 
vanced. Although they have 
greater ball juggling “skills 
than any other players, they 
still play one-touch soccer. 

Of course youngsters 
cannot be restricted only to 
first-time passing. This skill 
must be developed in con- 
junction with all the other 
skills of the game. 

The most common type of 
pass amoungst younger age 


groups is that with the inside 
of the foot. 


This provides the biggest 
kicking surface and assures 
greatest accuracy. 


The disadvantages 
however, are that the player 
is facing in the direction he is 
passing and that this type of 
pass Cannot get the same 
distance as say a full instep. 


But because of its ac- 
curacy, the side-foot pass 
enables youngsters to plan 
their play. In this way, it is 
valuable.- 

When practicing, we 
should start with a 
stationary ball. This enables 
us to learn the skills. 

The next phases, with a 
moving ball, are: 

e shooting against a 
shooting board, forcing us to 
use all parts of the foot as the 
ball returns; 

e aiming at numbers on 
the shooting board, to 
develop accuracy; 

e inter-passing the ball 
with opponents. 

I strongly advise all 

oungsters to watch Milan 

ihailovic of Footscray 
J.U.S.T. and Gareth 
Salisbury of Juventus. 

They are experts in all 
types of passing and shooting 
and by watching them 
closely, you will benefit 
greatly.
